IREDELL SUPERIOR COURT. 


Court convened on Menday, Judge 
Mitchell presiding. both the civil 
and criminal dockets are light, and 
it is thought the business of the 
Court will be finished by the early 
part of next week. Of the parties 
indicted on the criminal docket, it is 
probable that three or four will be 
sentenced tothe Penitentiary for lar- 
ceny. 

On Wednesday the case of the State 
vs. J. D. Elliott, charged with the 
murder of Charles 'T. Neal, in Feb- 
ruary last, was called and the defen- 
dant arraigned. Young Elliott has 
been confined in the county jail ever 
since, but seems to bear his impris- 
onment well. Our readers are ac- 
quainted with the facts of this homi- 
cide, which threw such a pallover the 
town of Statesville, and created such 
a great sensation at the time of its 
occurrence. The State was repre- 
sented by W. D. Caldwell, the Solic- 
itor, and Messrs. D. M. Furehes, J. 
M. McCorkle and A. 8. Allison; the 
defendant by Gov. Z. B. Vance, R. 
KF, Armfield, J N. Folk and Maj. J. 
W. Wright. 

Elliott’s counsel moved that the 
case be transferred for trial to the 
next term of Burke Superior Court, 
ou account of the prejudicial influence 
thought to have been exerted upon 
the public mind of Iredell from an 
indiscreet article, which appeared in 
the Statesville Jntelligencer, at the 
time of the alleged murder, and on 
account of the accessibility of Mor- 
ganton, the county seat, to the travel- 
ling public. The prosecution objected 
to this, because of the family influ- 
ence of the defendant in that section, 
but stated their willingness to have 
the case removed to the next term of 
Catawba Superior Court. The de 
fense objected to atrial in Catawba 
for the same reason as to a trial in 
Iredell. 

The Judge refused to order a re- 
moval of the case to Burke county, 
and stated his individual preference 
to be Catawba. The defendant’s 
counsel then proposed Wilkes county. 
After divers discussions by the re- 
spective counsels in regard to this 
proposition, the Judge decided that 
the trial should come off at the Fall 
term of Wilkes Superior Court. Be- 
sides the lawyers employed in the 
Elliott-Neal case, the following repre- 
sentatives of the legal profession were 
noticed in the bar: fF. M. Furches 
and RR. A. MeLaughlin, of States- 
ville; Col. J. M. MeCorkle and J. B. 
Hussey, of Catawba; Maj. Kerr, of 
Salisbury, and J. C. Welbourne and 
Cols. Dula and Cowles, of Wilkes. 
On ‘Tuesday a County Convention 
was held for the purpose of selecting 
delegates to the Senatorial Conven- 
tion at Taylorsville on the 10th of 
June, and the Congressional Conven- 
tion at Wilkesboro on the day there- 
after. 

As many of the townships were 
represented without having held con- 
ventions, no choice for either the 
Senate or Congress was expressed, 
but the delegates were simply in- 
structed to eonsult the wishes of the 
people of their rvepective townships, 
and reflect their choice in these two 
conventions.

GREEN AS GRASS.—The State Ag- 
ricultral Journal, in its last issue, 
says “that Raleigh alone pays out 
yearly from fifty-five to sixty-five 
thousand dollars for Northern hay.” 
In connection with this statement, 
we mention the fact that that the, 
keeper of the capitol has contracted 
to sell two cuttings of the hay and 
clover from capitol square for $100, 
When it is to be borne in mind that 
the square, including the numerous 
wide walks, the capitol building, ar- 
senal, wood houses, belfry, flowers, 
shrubbery, well, &e., only covers 
four acres, leaving considerably 
less than two acres in cultivation, 
and when we consider the fact that 
at Durham, W. T. Blackwell realized 
from one cutting on a four acre field, 
near his tobacco factory, between 
eight and ten thousand pounds of 
hay, it is astonishing to us that such 
The 
instances above referred to, show 
conclusively that our soil is as well 
adapted to grass growing as any soil 
under the sun, and we must say, our 
agriculturists are as ‘‘green as grass’? 
when they willingly throw away 
such golden opportunities for safe and 
profitable farming operations. North- 
ern hay of an inferior quality sells 
readily at $1.50 per hundred. At this 
price the two acres of Capitol square 
will yield $75 per acre. 

What farmer can realize as much 
from cotton, corn or tobacco? And 
we have reason to believe that there 
are but few persons in the country 
that have not lots of six, eight or ten 
acres that will produce hay or clover 
equal to that in Capitol Square. 

e think it a burning shame, as well 
as a scrious reflection upon our agri- 
culturists, that Northern men should 
reap the rich reward of what our idle 
and half cultivated lands are well ca- 
pable of producing. We are the most 
independent people on the globe if 
we only knew it, and there is no ne- 
cessity of purchasing one single ar- 
ticle of farm products beyond the 
limits of the State, that is if our peo- 
ple would only avail themselves of 
the opportunity that God and nature 
has given us. North Carolina is the 
only State in the Federal Union that 
every article enumerated in the cen- 
sus of 1870 is raised, and yet with all 
these advantages of soil and climate 
with which we are blessed, we are 
toiling and laboring for the benefit 
of the less favored regions of the 
Western and Northern States, who, 
by industry alone, excel us in their 
productions. It is high time that our 
agriculturists should throw off the 
lethargy that has heretofore charac- 
terized their plan of operations, and 
itis to be hoped that now, with an 
organization of the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry, whereby our farmers can 
meet in council, exchange and inter- 
change views on matters in general, 
it may give a renewed stimulus to 
farming operations, and the eviis 
perc: Hie of may all be soon reme- 
died. We have faith in the farmers’ 
movement of organization, and be- 
lieve beneficial results will follow, 
We look torward to the dawning of 
a new era therefrom, that will add 
tnore to the success and prosperity of 
our country from the organization 
referred to than any thing else that 
could be done.

There will unques- 
tionably be a great) commotion 
throughout the South close upon the 
heels of the passage of this bill, and 
the political consequences may be tar 
mere serious and extensive than any 
of the Republican leaders of this Con- 
gress anticipate.’’ 


Hon. J. M. Leach. 
This gentleman has addressed a 
letter to the people of the Fifth Con- 


before the 


gressional District declaring his pur- 


pose not to be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion to Congress. Gen. LEACH 
places this wish for retirement to the 
fact that for some twenty-five years 
he has been in the public service, 
which, together with the sad results 
of the war, has left him compara- 
tively poor, and he now desires to 
make some provision for his family, 
feeling that unless he does this, he 
will come within the denunciation — 
‘‘he that provideth not for his own 
household is worse than an infidel.” 
Gen. L. then explains his conduct in 
Congress, and says : 

‘““A few words as to the future of 
my District and State, and I[ will 
close. I predict the election of the 
nominee in my place by a rousing 
majority, although I know not into 
whose hands the banner will be 
placed, but doubtless into true and 
trusty hands; and whoever he may 
be, I shall cordially support him with 
voice and vote. I feel pretty sure, for 
reasons I will not undertake to as- 
sign, that Judge Settle will not bea 
candidate, and my word for it, he is 
two thousand—eertainly fifteen hun- 
dred—votes stronger than any man 
the Republicans will nominate; and 
while I don’t think he could carry 
the District since the oppressive and 
odious legislation of his party here, 
during the present session, I feel quite 
sure any other man is destined toa 
Waterloo defeat. 

“In my opinion, North Carolina 
will never more, while the Govern- 
ment lasts, have another Republican 
Governor or Legislature, nor will any 
other Southern State, except down- 
trodden South Carolina, and perhaps 
for a while longer, Florida and Mis- 
sissippi.”’

onward and upward in a bright ca- 
reer of prosperity and greatness,”’

The tnglish Nobility. 

The London correspondence of the 
Cincinnati Commercial tells some 
curious stories illustrating the decline 
of the old nobility in England.

the HLlowards, the Argylls, the Air- 
lies, &e., look like porters’ lodges— 
looks down upon Kensigton palaee, 
where tthe Victoria first learned that 
she was Queen of England, and turns 
it to comparative insignificance. It 
is preparing to hold the magnificence 
of Sir Abert Grant, baronet by the 
will of Gladstone.

PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, 
The following’ plan of organization 
of the Demoeratic-Conservative par- 
ty was adopted :

5. Nominations for County offi- 
cers and members of the General As- 
sembly shall be made by County 
Conventions; for Town and ‘Town- 
ship officers, by town and township 
conventigns ; for members of Con- 
gress and Judicial officers by the 
District Conventions. 
6. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given. 
The resignation of Col. Walter 
Clark, as a member of the k:xecutive 
Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was appointed to fill the vacan- 
ey, after which the following resolu- 
tion Was adopted : 
Resolved, That this Committee ad- 
journ to meet again in this city on 
the 10th day of June next, and that 
all the members be requested to at-
